2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor renders obvious a method to generate a print image on a 
carrier material, as claimed in claims 39 and 58, wherein a layer of dampening solution 
or fountain solution is applied onto the surface of the print carrier after the structuring 
process, in combination with the remaining claim elements. Further, the prior art of 
record neither discloses nor renders obvious a device to generate a print image on a 
carrier material, as claimed in claims 50 and 60, wherein a dampening station or 
fountain solution application station is located in between an image generation station 
and an ink application station, in combination with the remaining claim elements.
